DONE BY DYNAMITE 


Attempt on the Life of the French 


Magistrate 


WHO TRIED THE ST. DENIS SOCIALISTS 


The Building Shattered and Torn and 


the Furniture Destroyed, but the 


Intended Victim Escapes With- 


out Bodily Injury. 


PARIS, March 12.—A dynamite bomb 


was exploded wiMi terrific effect at 186 
Boulevard St. Germain, last evening. 
The house is partially occupied by M. 
Benoist, the magistrate who sentenced 
the St. Denis anarchists. Ever since 
the trial he 1ms been annoyed by an- 
onymous 
letter writers who 
have 


warned him that he was about to b« 
killed. Thursday he received a note 
which said: "You have betrayed the 
cause of liberty. You are in league 
with the oppressors of the proletariat 
You have condemned innocent men, 
and your hours are numbered." 


Shortly after dinner time there was a 


ring at Benoist's door and the hall por- 
ter answered it. He opened the door 
half way but before he could see out- 
Bid* the explosion came. The hall por- 
ter was thrown back thirty feet and M. 
Benoist's valet, who had just opened a 
d«or into the corridor, was hurled 
against the opposite wall of the room. 
The dosr, doorsteps and all the adjoin- 
log front ef the house were blown out. 
Alm«it «v*rything in M. Benoist's 
apartments was smashed. The walla 
of all throe flats in the building were 
seamed, 
the plastering wan blown 


from all the ceilings and the windows 
800 yard* from the house wer« shat- 
tered. 


M. Benoist was not injured. 
Other 


occupants of the house received only 
trivial wounda. The damage to the 
building amounts to about 15,000 
francs.

nominated ns hereiu proviJeJ, a'.d to be 
yoted for in such prfcmct, substantially 
in the form ot the general ballot to be 
used herein, and they shull likewise cause 
to be publiehed, prior to the day of elec- 
tion, in at least two newspapers, if there 
bt> EO many published in such county, 
representing the political parties which 
oast at the preceding election the largest 
and next largest number of votes, a list 
of all the nominations made as herein 
provided and to be voted for at such 
election, as near as may be, m the form 
in which they shall appear upon the 
general ballot.

of Rescue arc Very Poor—150 


Thought to be Already 


Dead. 


A FrlBhtful OoUlory Dloastar. 


BRUSSELS, Starch 11.—A 
frightful 


solliery disaster has occurred at Ander- 
lues. Three hundred miners are en- 
tombed in thu pit, ami a, series of ex- 
plosions has apparently cut off all ac- 
cess to the men. An attempt 1ms been 
made to reach tho imprisoned' miners, 
out so far without success. The ex- 
plovers have been beaten back by the 
foul fumes. The shafting and ventila- 
tion are destroyed. 
Three temale 


miners have been rescued, nnd it seems 
almost certain that all the rest are dead. 


Intense excitement 
prevails, 
anil 


thousands are thronged about tho 
place, which is one of the leading min 
ing centers in Belgium. The scenes nt 
the pit mouth are most pathetic, a mul- 
titude of people bewailinff the loss of 
relatives, supposed to have perished in 
the mine. 


LATER. 


Thirty of the entombed miners have 


been rescued. Five corpses have so far 
been recovered. 


Later Particulars. 


BRUSSELS, March II. — Dispatches 


from Charlcroi state tlmt four of the 
officials owning the mine were at An- 
derlues, the scene of the explosion, this 
afternoon. 
The machinery for keeping 


down the water in the mine and for 
facilitating the work of hoisting out tlie 
wreckage has already been shipped. 


The government is receiving bulle- 


tins of the progress of tho work at tho 
shaft, and has sent a representative to 
the spot to ascertain the facts for use 
in investigation of the causi- of the ac- 
cident anil in placing the responsibility 
for it. King Leopold has contributed 
5,000 francs from his private purse to 
the temporary support of the Eamilk'S 
of miners already known to have been 
killed. 


Hundreds of men and wo'nen from 


near-by villages have leathered near 
tlie mouth of tho pit, and arc camping 
around "bonfires, watching tho progress 
of the work of rescue. Families and 
relatival* of the 200 or more men huve 
made their home, in the fields for tin' 
night and are cooking their meals ovei 
open-air fires so as to get the earliest 
news from those imprisoned by the 
shattered shaft. 


The place at which the explosion oc- 


curred is in the second frallery, oOu 
yards below the surface, and work at 
'his depth is tlifllenlt and dangerous 
Volunteers liavo been let down three 
limes in a cnjje: 
When half wav down 


<in the first trip the further caving of 
tlieshafl friirhti-ned them nnd they re- 
turned. Five of tlie ten men refused to 
jro down ;igain as the mine was Hoixl- 
in;r rapidly, tlioy said, and the loosened 
sides of tlio sliuft threatened to fall 
in ami l.ury tliem. The otlier ttve 
made t h i second trip and reached 
the mi"- 'i 
of 
tlio second gallery. 


They {<• '"I -i few men who were near- 
est the .shall when the first explobio: 
occurred. These miners had run for 
their lives, Imt had been caught at the 
entrance by falling timbers. All had 
broken bones and three were so firmly 
lodged in the wreck that the rescuing 
party dared not wait, to extricate them. 
Five of the wounded were brought up 
on the second trip and two others and 
five dead were Drought up on the third 
trip. 


The resucccl men say that twenty- 


five of tlie miners atill imprisoned are 
women. There, are about 'JOO in all 
Btill to be accounted for. It is thought 
that those nearest the first cave-in in 
the frallery may be rescued 
alive. 


Those furthest from the entrance of 
Ihe gallery luue probably been suffo- 
cated before this and if not, will die 
before they can be reached. 


The work has been set back twice 


this evening by the caving of great 
blocks of soil and stone from the sides 
of the wrecked shaft, and since tlie 
third trip no volunteers for the work of 
rescue conkl be found. The superin- 
tendent of the mine has twice gone 
down 'iOO feet, but returned say'intf tlie 
Hintu'es were about four to one against 
him if he went iower. 


Tho dead will number at least 10') 


and probably 1^0- About 400 member) 
of the families of the missing men will 
camp in the fields around the shaft all 
night. About fifty of tlie !JOO men 
the gallery at the time of the first ex- 
plosion got out by the second shaft.

Lat.c this evening another rescue 


party descended to the scene of tho ex- 
plosion in the Anderlues mine. They 
clcnrnl nwiy tlie debris at the entrance 
of the gallery uncl found twenty-five
